Allies Lambast 
Jap Bases And 
Down 44 Ships 


By C. YATES McDANIEL 


Melbourne, March 23 (AP)—The Japanese, pounded in 


their invasion bases by American and Australian fliers over 
the week-end, struck back themselves today with the heaviest 
raid so far on Port Moresby, hub of Australia's defenses of 
New Guinea, as the aerial battle for the continent reached 
a new peak of fury. 


The smashing of 44 enemy planes in three days of aerial 


onslaught, while Japanese fliers were held off except for 
minor thrusts, won Prime Minister John Curtin's praise to- 
day as "'one of the most successful operations of the air 
war in the Pacific." 


Allies Keep on Blasting 


Nineteen Japanese bombers, with an escort of three 


fighter planes, first bombed Port Moresby from a high alti- 
tude then swooped in and machine-gunned its streets in a 
roof-scraping second wave. 


There were no details either of the effectiveness of the 


raiders or of Port Moresby's anti-aircraft defenders. 


The Japanese were said also to have attacked Wyndham, 


on Australia's northwest mainland coast. 


United Nations bomber squadrons, attacking almost with- 


out letup, were reported to have bombed Dili, Japanese-held 
capital of Dutch Timor, today in a follow-up of a week-end 
assault there. 


The report said that results were not observed, but that 


in a scouting mission, presumably to check up on the bombers' 
success, the Tear-gunner of a Royal Australian air force plane 
shot down an enemy interceptor which crashed flaming in the 
bush. 


• 
Jap Punch Softened 


Even as General Douglas Mac- 


Arthur, the supreme commander in 
the dominion, began mapping plans 
to meet any Japanese attempt to set. 
foot on this continental island, in- 
formed Australians speculated that 
the rising might of the air blows on 
Japan's arc of invasion bases al- 
ready had softened 
her punch, 


especially in the air. 


MacArthur saw Australian Army 


Minister Francis M. Forde, who dis- 
cussed the scope of the United 
States aid, Forde said the general 
was a master of strategy who would 
develop "an aggressive attacking 
policy ... to the highest degree." 


Attack also was the theme of a 


comment by Hubertus J. Van Moot, 
Lieutenant Governor-General of the 
Netherlands East Indies, that Aus- 
tralia has shown she realizes that 
"fronts, and not boundaries, are her 
defense." The Dutch, he said, learn- 
ed that by bitter experience. 


Bomb Main Base 


Lae, one of the enemy's chief 


bases of New Guinea, felt the great- 
est weight o£ steel and explosives 
from United States and Australian 
bombers yesterday when, a com- 
munique said, probably 23 Japanese 
planes were wrecked.

CONFLICT 


One of the first things 1 remem- 


ber from boyhood is that familiar i 
old adage "all the world loves ft lov- 
er." That may well be true, but 
right now all the world loves a flght- 
ter! One t".rho knows why he fights, 
and so never gives up. 


"Conflict is the mother of all 


things," someone lias said. I am 
wondering where any of us would 
be if we didn't have a daily Conflict 
ahead of us? The ground has to 
be stirred up before it can be made 
fertile and productive. The body 
that isn't exercised soon grows flabby 
and weak. People who have ideas 
like to defend them—even at the 
cost of bitterness. Life is conflict. 


Nothing is more stimulating to the

REJECTED MEN 
MAY BE USED 


IN WAR WORK 


Harrisburg:, March 23 (AP)—Spe- 


cial enorls are being made to bolster 
the war effort through rehabilitation 
of men rejected for military service 
so they can fill factory jobs of men 
able to flght, the labor department's 
bureau of rehabilitation disclosed 
today. 


Acting Director Walter M. Walter 


said Pennsylvania's 422 local selec- 
tive service boards have been in- 
structed by national officials to refer 
to the bureau men who can't pass 
army physical examinations. 


The bureau then attempts to pre- 


pare the men so war production can 
continue unhampered and so the 
army gets able-bodied men without 
crippling defense production. 


Walter reported 560 men have 


been referred to his office to date 
and urged local board chairmen to 
cooperate even more extensively to 
the end that many more rejected 
men have the benefit of industrial 
training. 


"Pennsylvania employers are quick 


to cooperate and are requesting spe- 
cially trained rehabilitated workers 
for all kinds of shop and office jobs 
left vacant by calls to the army and 
navy," Walter said. 


"The rehabilitation program is 


important to the war effort. Be- 
sides, it costs approximately $500 to 
support a disabled adult in idleness 
but the average cost of a single re- 
habilitation is $300." 


The director said there were 628 


types of jobs now held by physically 
disabled persons, including men re- 
jected for military service, and that 
many of the jobs were vital to de- 
fense.

and federal aeronautics inspectors 
completed investigations today into 
the crash of Pilot LayLon Bailey, 20- 
year-old former army aviation in- 
structor, and his four-passenger pri- 
vately-owned 
plane 
on 
desolate 


Stone mountain Saturday. 


Bailey died of a fractured skull, 


but was thrown clear of the plane 
wreckage as his ship ran into the 
800-foot mountain, 22 miles from 
here, in rain and murky fog. He 
had conversed with the Harrisburg 
airport five minutes before the crash, 
and apparently had decided to re- 
trace his course back to Williams- 
port. 


The youth was enroute from the 


Dansville, N. Y., airport to Washing- 
ton to pick up officials of the Corn- 
ing Glass company, his employers. 
Workers at the Harrisburg water 
supply reservoir at Clarks valley saw 
the plane head into the thickly 
wooded mountainside, heard 
the 


crash and saw the flames and smoke 
which rose in its wake. 


Details Withheld 


John N. Rodg.ers, inspector for the 


civil aeronautics authority, said 
Bailey until recently had been an 
army instructor at the Spartan 
Aviation school, Tulsa, Okla., and 
won his instrument rating at the 
DuPont school, Wilmington. 


Rodgers said his report, along with 


that of Allan Bourdon of the air 
safety board, New York, would be 
released in the CAA bulletin within 
the next month. Details of the find- 
ings were withheld. 


Reservoir employes and state po- 


lice joined in the search for the 
body, then carried it dov/n the long, 
tortuous mountain trails.
